PUBLISHERS* NOTICE. 



Perhaps no book of Church Music has had so extensive a circulation in thfs country as the Carmina Sa9ra. It is found in use in all the States in the 
Union, and among all the different religious denominations \ and even now, when the press teems with professedly new church music books, Carmina 
Sacra holds on its way, and is probably at this time more generally used as the tune book in public worship, than any other single collection. Yet, as some 
of the tunes in Carmina Sacra, from constant use during several years, and others, it may be, from a want of sufficient interest in them, have been laid 
aside and become comparatively but little used, a revision of the whole work was detemuned upon, and now the result is presented to the public. 

In this revision, the attempt has been made to bring up the work, and adapt it more particularly to the wants of choirs and congregations of the present 
day^ The most popular and useful tunes and pieces in the original work have been retained in the new book, while such as have been found less gen- 
erally useful and pleasing, have been omitted, and their places supplied by a careful selection of the very best tunes from the numerous popular works 
of the editor of Carmina Sacra, and from other valuable sources. In addition to these works, the publishers (by special right obtained) have selected 
maay of the best tunes from Mr. Charles Zeuner^s American Harp, which have been added to the list of tunes in the New Carmina Sacra. They 
have also increased the size of the work, by additional pages, containing mostly new tunes, composed especially for this purpose, and which they believ^^ 
to be of a character that will add essentially to the value of the book. 

Under these advantages, the publishers of the New Carmina Sacra feel great confidence in presenting the work to Teachers of Singing Schools, Mem- 
bers of Choirs, and Congregations generally, as a work of uncommon attraction. 

N. B. The New Carmina Sacra being essentially a new book, it is not expected that it will entirely supplant the old and favorite Carmina Sacia. That 
work will therefore continue to be published without alteration, as heretofore.

PREFACE. 



Iv the questioii b« atked, *' Why add ano«n6r to th« many booka of Church Maaic now before the public?*' the reply most be iimilar to what would be appropriate* 
were the eamo inquiry to be made reepecting a new book oa any braneh of acienoey art, morale, or literature. Booka on all subjecta, except there be aome unnatural 
reatraint to prevent, will be multiplied in proportion to the number and acquiaitions of Ihoae who read them; and this very multiplicity, taken in connection with the very 
great variety of character and atyle neceaaarily involvoo, «enda directly to increase both the number and attainments of their readers. 

So it ia in music In proportion as the art is exteaL«>d, an increaaing number and variety of books become necessary; while, on the other hand, an enlargement of 
the catalogue of books will directly facilitate the progress of miyic itaelf. What friend of musical cultivation, therefore, and may we not add, what true philanthropist, 
will fail to rejoice in the publication of any new book of Church Music, which, being founded on correct principles of science and taate, helps to enlarge the boundaries 
and to extend the knowle<tge of the art ? jM 

Everjr well organiaed choir, if kept up with interest, must have a constant succession of new music; without this there wilful no advancement. The same principle 
appliea in every other case. The progress of things is ever onward, and why should it be expected that a choir of singers must remain satisfied with singing over for any 
considerable length of time, the same tunes, any more than that a literary community should be satisfied with reading over and over the same books Nor is this constant 
deaire fo^ new muaie anv disparagement to the old tunea of standard merit. Many of these are unrivalled. So is Milton. But is this latter fact any reason whv no one 
should write poetry at the present period ? How many poets would have written aince Milton if none had been encouraged but those who were aa good aa himself? The 
* old tunes may be the best, — ^much the best, if you please, and still the modem tunea may possess seme value, and some that is not found in their predecessors, and some 
that ia worth having. To aay the least, they increase the earisiy, and it^i isi aa Cow per says, 

— «'' The very spies of life, 
That gives it all iu savor." 

The Handel and Ha^dn Society Collection of Church Music, by the Editor of this work, was first published in 1822. The Choir, or Union Collection, in 18S2. The Boston 
Academy's Collection in 1885, and the Modem Psalmist in 1889. In this last named work the four parts are printed upon two staves, after the manner of publishing similai 
worka in Qermany; but notwithstanding the advantages of this arrangement of the parts, there are many who prefer the common mode of printing. This consideration 
together with «he fact that the Editor had on hand much valuable music recently received from distinguished European composers, which he could hardly feel justified ir 
withholding from the public, haa led to the publication of Carmina Sacra * at the present time. 

The Metrical part of the work will be found to contain not only a choice selection of the old standard tunes, which, though often republiahed, are always in demand, 
and which are aa necessary to every singing book, designed for general use, as ballast is to a ship, — but also many new tunes, embracing specimeM from distinguished 
composers of the present day in Europe, together affording such a diversity of style, in melody, harmony and rhythmical structure, as cannot fail to be highly interesting 
to the lovers of sacred song. In the department of Motetta, Anthems, &c, will be found many new and intereating piecea never before published, and also others now 
first adapted to English words. The variety of Chants is also greater than is usual in similar worka. 

In the Introductorr department, containing the elements of vocal music, the general arrangement of the Modem Psalmist has been followed, with this important except 
tion however, that the diflforent departments, (Khythm, Melody and Dynamics,) are intermingled in the same order as it is usual to teach them in ainging achoola. The 
teacher, therefore, will not have to skip about from place to place, but merely to follow the regular succession of chapters as they occur. Unlike the " Manual of 
Instruction of the Boston Academy of Music,*' t which professes to teach how to teach, and with the contents of which every teacher, therefore, should be familiar, this 
work merely contains in a didactic form those doctrines or principles which are necessary to be taught, leaving the teacher to pursue hia own method of explanation and 
jjiustratioB. 

The Codaa added to many of the tunea form auite a new feature m a b6ok of this kind, and it is hoped they may add interest to the performance of psalmody. Although 
they are called oodas, yet they are not designed for the close, merely, but may be introduced before the first stanza, or between the stanzas of a hymn, as may be appro- 
priate. In the ainging school and choir meetings, they may always be sung, but in public worship the propriety of ainging them must depend upon the circumstances of 
the occasion, hmn, £e. The' hymns in which these Hallelujahs may with propriety be introduced, are more numerous than may be at first supposed; for under what 
drcurostances does not the devout heart say, ** Praise the Lord ? " «* Though he slay me, yet will I trust in him.*'

To acquire the habit of kcepin|^ good time reqmres much patience and perseverance ; and it is in this 
^hat those who commence leammg to sinr are most likely to fail. The school should now be exercised 
m beating time, and in singing one sound to the syllable la to each part of the measure.

CHAPTER Xll 

THE CHROMATIC SCALE. 

§ LXIV. Between those sounds of the scale which are a step distant, 
there may be an intermediate sound a half-step distant from each; thus, 
intermediate sounds may occur between 1 and S, 2 and 3, 4 and 5, 5 and 6, 
and 6 and 7; but not between 3 and 4, and 7 and 8, because the intervals 
between those sounds are already half-steps, and there is no smaller prac- 
ticable interval. 

§ LXV. The notes representing intermediate sounds may be written on 
the same degree of the staff with either of the sounds between which they 
occur. Thus the note representing the sound between 1 and 2 may be writ- 
ten upon the same degree of the staff as either of these sounds. 

§ LXVI. When the note representing an intermediate sound is written 
on the same degree of the staff as the lower of the two sounds between which 
it occurs, a sign of elevation called a Sharp (#) is placed before it, and the 
note, or letter, or sound is said to b^ sharped: as. Sharp aiie, Sharp ttoo, &o 
or C4f, D#, &c. A sharp raises the pitch of a note a half«tep. 

^ LXVII. When the note representing an intermediate sound is written 
on the same degree of the staff as the upper of the two sounds between 
which it occurs, a sign of depression called a Flat (|>) is placed before it, 
and the note, or letter, or sound is said to be flatted: as, Flat seven. Flat 
six, &c. or B|7, A\}, &c. A fiat lowers the pitch of a note a half<t^« 

§ LXVII I. In the application of syllables to tha sharped sounds, the vowel 
sound is changed to ee. Thus sharp one is di, (pronounced dee,) sharp two 
ri, &c. In the applicati^^n of syllables to the flatted sounds, the vowel sound 
is changed to a, Thxui the flat seven is se, (pronounced sa,) flat six le, &c 

^ LXIX. A scale of thirteen sounds, including all the intermediate souikUi 
ana twelve intervals of a half-step each, is called the Chromatic Scalb.

becomes necessary to introduce sharps and flats, or to substituite sharped 
or flatted letters fer the natural letters, so as to preserve the proper o»ler 
of the intervali.

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CHAPTER XX. 

MODULATION. 
^ CXLIII. When in a piece of music the scale is transposed, sueh change 

IS called MOD ULATIOK. 

§ CXLIV. The particular note hy which the change is effected, is called 
the note ofmodulatunu 

^ CXLiV, When a modulation occurs, the melodic relations of the sounds 
are immediately changed, and it is necessary for the singer to understand 
and feel this change, and to be goremed by it. 

§ C £LV|. If possible the change should be made in the mind of the per- 
former before the note of jmodulation occui^, as this will enable him to get 
the true sound of that note. 

^CXLVII. In such changes as usually occur ir ^almody, extending 
only to one or two measures, it is not necessary to change the syllables, but 
merely to alter the vowel sound;'or termination of the syllable as at ^LXVIIl, 
but where the change is continued for sometime, the solmization of the new 
key should be adopted. 

§ CXLVIII. The most common modulations are, 1st. from one to five, or 
from any key to that which is based upon its fiAh; 2d. from on£ to four, or 
from any key to that which is based upon its fourth. These changes occur 
in almost orery piece of music. 

§ CXLIX. First modulation. From one to five. This change is produced 
by sharping the fourth, which (sharp fourth) becomes seven in the new key. 
The sharp fourth is therefore the note of modulation between any key and 
its fifth. 

§ CL. Second modulation. From one to four. This change is produced 
by flatting the seventh, which (flat seventh) becomes four in the new key. 
The flat seventh is therefore the note of modulation between any key and 
its fourth

CHAPTER XX. 

PASSING NOTESy SHAKE, TURN, LEGATO AND STACCATO^ AND 
' MISCELLANEOUS CHARACTERS. 

NoTK. The eoDleoU of this chapter may be introduced at any convenient time duruig the coune. 

§ CLl. Passing- Notes. Ornamental or grace notes are often introduced 
mto a melody that do not essentially belong to it; they are commonly writ- 
ten in smaller chanicters, and are called passing notes. 

§ CLII. Appogiaturb. When a passing note precedes an essential note, 
it is called an APPOOi aturb. The appogiature occurs on the accented part 
of the measure. EXAMPLES.

§ CLIII. After Note. When a passing note follows an eMemuU nete, 
it is called an after note. The after note occurs on the unaccented part 
of a measure.

ON CEANTING. 

Cha«ti v« b to MiBM eztettt. a imiQB of th^ ■peaking and singing TotcM. or an ai^roomajit or alliance between apeeeh and long. A chant hae. tlmiefifere n yeiking and 
a nnging part; ibe fenner it celled tbe xecitiny note, the latter the cadence. Meat. of tha Wi0i:de,aM utteied to the reciting note, while the voice lepoeea ea the aingiaf 
aoundi of the cadence in oennectaon with a few of the lait words of the rene or eeatence. The Chant in ita common Ibrm (aingle) hae two moaical phraaee ; the first 
consists of the reciting note and a cadence of two measures; the second, of a reciting note and a cadence of three measures.* The reciting note is not designed to 
represent any particular length, or to bear any proportion o the time of the other notes, but it is uMed merely to designste the pitch eo mieh the woida are to be 
recited, and is to be made longer or ahorter^ according to the length of the verse. The words appropriated to the reciting note are not to be sung (dwelt upon as in singing,) 
but to be said or spoken, as a good reader would {ironouooe them, except that ihju$ is Ui be dpi^e, at a givnn pitch, and without iafleTiona The same general rulest there- 
lore, that apply to reading, in relation to articulation, pconunciation, emphasis, pauses and expression, are ecaally applicable to the reciting pert of a chant. It is a Tory 
common fauk that there is too much of the eantabile, or singing quaiitj of voice, beard hi chanting. The cadence is indeed permitted to sing, but ^en here where time m 
observed and the vowel sounds are prolonged, there should be more of a speaking enunciation than in common singing. 

It is often said that a Choir cannot be made to chant together, but this is certainly a mistake It is undoubtedly somewhat difficu]|, and like orenr thing else that ia 
good, requires some labor, but the end is well worth the means; and eveiy choir should practice it, oot only because of its own excellanceobut because it is one of the best 
exercises to promote a correct articulation and deliirery of the words in common psalmody. 

The following method for teaching chanting ia recommended. Let the teacher first, carefully road over a line* or verse of the poetiy, and immediately afterwarde let the 
choir read simultaneously the same line or verse, imitating as nearly as possible the menner of the teacher; and so proceed through the psalm. When this can be well 
done, let him instead of reading tl^e line or verse, recite it to a given pitch convenient to all, but without any cadence, and to tlw alao.itl the dioir respond in like BMwier 
•s before. From this it is not difficult to proceed one step further end add the cadence, which makee the chant complete. 

In many of the churches in England the chanting is performed so very rapidly that not only the words are wholly lost, but eyen the injunction of the Apostle, to let all 
things be done '* decently and in order,*' seems to be disregarded. Such an excessive and. almost fiivolous rapidity of ntieraneetis alike at verianoe with good, taste in 
reading, and with devotional feeling. The words appropriated to the reciting note should be uttered about as feat as they are to be read, taking care to preserve a pure 
delivery of the voice, and giving special attention to articulation, pauses and emphasis. There should be no attempt to sing louder than any one else, or to recite faster« 
or to see who can fairly get to the last ayllable first, but reverence, gravity and dignity should pervade the whole peiformanee. 

A chant, both in its melody and harmony, should be easy and aatiiral) eeneistinf or the most common pcogressions, and ayolding all difficult intervals and combinatione 
The most perfect and beautiful specimens of chants are those of the old masters, m which the melody is confined to a small compass, and moves almost always by seconds. 
See No. 11 by Farrant, 80 Gregorian; 25 Tallia, 88 Palestrina, and others. 

On page 847, Chants have been applied to Bietrical Psalms and Hymns. It will be seen et oooe that any Psalm or Hymn may be sung to any of the Chants in this way, 
and thus that a new and interesting aepartment in Church Music is opened, by which a much greater variety may be introduced into this part of public worship. The 
form of Metrical Chanting which i; is believed will be found the mosi interesting and effi»ctiye, is that which is illustrated at No. 74» making a cadcAce at the end of tne 
second and fourth lines of each stansa. While the chanting of Psaknaaad Hymne wiU in no caee, perhape, be found inappropriate, there is a peculiar propriety ia applying 
this mode of performance to those Psalms and Hymns which are of e didactic, narrative, or hortatory character. 

Man^ of the chants in this work are designed for antiphonal or responsive performance. This may he done by having a single voice sing the first phrase of tho chant, or 
one voice on a part, and the response made by the full choir. A single voice is to be preferred, beeause the contrast is. then the most striking. See No. 70, where the 
first strain may be sung by a single base, or alto voice, while the chorus respond in the second strain, and so on through the whole Paalin The addition of the Hallelujahs 
is a peculiar feature in the chants contained in this work. These have been, many of them, written mi^ch after the manner of the Gregorian Chants; and in aome inatanoes 
eopied almost exactly from them. 

It is gratifying to know that Chanting is beginning to be appreciated. It is a form of Church Music so scriptural, an yenerable, so sim^, and so exclusively appropriate 
to the otfcumstancea of religious worship, that it must be constantly gaining In favor with all those who ** love to sing and make melody in their hearts to the Lord.'
